REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN-IN-CHIEF 


Care  of  Patients.  During  the  year  of  1936  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  on  the  public  pavilion, 
the  total  being  2247  as  compared  with  the  total  of  1550  for  1935, 
and  1284  for  1934.  Of  these  patients,  34  per  cent  have  been 
referred  to  the  hospital  by  doctors  practicing  in  the  metropolitan 
district,  37  per  cent  came  from  our  out  patient  department,  6 
per  cent  were  transferred  from  other  services,  23  per  cent  applied 
directly  to  the  admitting  offices.  During  the  winter  months  our 
four  pavilions  have  been  filled  practically  to  capacity  and  it  has 
been  difficult  to  find  room  for  the  patients.  There  have  been 
complaints  from  the  practitioners  in  this  city  and  from  the  doc- 
tors in  our  own  dispensary  when  their  patients  are  either  refused 
admission  or  kept  waiting  several  days  until  a  bed  is  empty. 

The  modern  development  of  medicine,  particularly  the  newer 
diagnostic  procedures  of  the  laboratory,  has  changed  the  em- 
phasis in  the  organization  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital. 
Only  a  few  decades  ago  the  diagnosis  depended  chiefly  upon  the 
opinion  of  the  attending  physician,  the  man  of  large  experience 
and  long  training  in  the  methods  of  physical  diagnosis.  At  the 
present  time  most  of  the  diagnoses  are  made  by  an  evaluation 
of  laboratory  data  supplementing  of  course  the  physical  examina- 
tion which  remains  of  the  same  importance  in  absolute  but  not 
in  relative  terms.  This  means  that  the  interns  and  assistant 
residents  are  of  much  more  importance  than  they  were  in  the 
early  part  of  this  century.  They  are  responsible  not  only  for 
the  first  examination  and  treatment  of  the  patient  but  also  for 
the  initiation  of  such  specific  tests  as  are  needed  promptly.  The 
interns  are  so  to  speak  the  first  line  of  defense  and  every  effort 
is  made  to  give  them  a  careful  training  with  increasing  amounts 
of  responsibility.  Two  interns  on  each  ward  receive  alternate 
cases  and  their  work  is  supervised  by  the  assistant  resident,  the 
resident  and  attending  physician.  As  a  rule  the  cases  are  well 
studied  and  correct  diagnoses  made  by  the  time  the  attending 
physician  makes  his  rounds.  The  accuracy  of  the  work  and  the 
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completeness  of  the  records  are  well  checked  by  the  clinical 
pathological  conference  held  every  Monday  afternoon. 

The  quality  of  work  in  the  out  patient  department  has  been 
improving  steadily.  As  might  be  expected  some  of  the  special 
clinics  are  more  efficient  than  others.  It  can  safely  be  said,  how- 
ever, that  in  the  majority  of  subdepartments  the  patients  receive 
better  care  than  in  the  offices  of  private  practitioners.  It  is  only 
in  the  very  best  of  the  private  offices  that  the  facilities  of  New 
York  Hospital  dispensary  can  be  matched. 

There  has  been  and  there  always  will  be  a  criticism  that  many 
of  the  patients  in  the  medical  out  patient  department  are  not 
satisfactorily  taken  care  of,  that  they  are  sent  from  one  special 
clinic  to  another  and  that  their  problems  are  not  solved.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  a  high  percentage,  perhaps  half  of  the  pa- 
tients who  come  to  the  medical  out  patient  department  are 
suffering  more  from  mental  than  physical  ailments.  Personality 
maladjustments,  financial  and  family  worries  reflect  themselves 
in  symptoms  which  simulate  organic  disease.  Even  if  the  mental 
origin  of  the  difficulty  is  recognized  by  the  examining  physician 
it  is  still  necessary  to  prove  both  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  doctor 
and  the  patient  that  there  is  no  underlying  organic  disease. 
This  frequently  is  a  long  process.  When  it  is  finally  accomplished 
the  patient  usually  refuses  to  believe  that  his  difficulty  is  mental. 
He  still  complains  that  he  is  being  neglected.  Such  patients  are 
much  less  frequent  in  the  departments  of  surgery,  gynecology 
and  obstetrics.  If  they  do  appear  first  in  these  other  departments 
they  are  very  properly  referred  to  the  medical  out  patient  de- 
partment. Although  this  group  of  so-called  neurotic  patients  is 
difficult  to  handle  it  offers  one  of  the  greatest  fields  for  service 
as  many  can  be  restored  to  useful  life  and  saved  from  mental 
breakdown.  Our  medical  staff  is  becoming  more  and  more 
interested  in  this  field  of  medicine.  We  are  receiving  great  help 
from  the  Department  of  Psychiatry,  although  relatively  few  of 
these  patients  would  be  considered  candidates  for  treatment  in 
a  psychiatric  institution.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  out 
that  each  one  of  these  patients  demands  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
skill  in  treatment. 

Since  the  last  report  there  has  been  a  reorganization  of  the 
management  of  syphilis  in  the  hospital.  Formerly  this  disease 
was  cared  for  by  the  subdepartment  of  dermatology.  Under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Bruce  Webster  the  syphilis  unit,  renamed 
"Medicine  L,"  became  an  integral  part  of  the  Department  of 
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Medicine  on  October  15,  1936.  This  clinic  is  responsible  for 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  adult  syphilis  in  all  stages,  to- 
gether with  its  complications.  This  reorganization  has  been 
made  possible  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Milbank  Fund, 
the  Barbara  Henry  Research  Fund,  and  the  Department  of 
Health  of  New  York  City. 

With  a  view  to  participation  with  the  work  of  the  Kips  Bay 
Lenox  Hill  Health  Center  which  will  shortly  be  opened  on  East 
69th  Street,  a  few  doors  from  the  Hospital,  plans  have  been  made 
for  the  integration  of  the  work  in  syphilis  in  the  Medicine  L 
clinic  and  the  Health  Center.  The  Department  of  Health  has 
made  the  New  York  Hospital  responsible  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  syphilis  in  this  Lenox  Hill  Kips  Bay  District.  All 
cases  not  under  the  care  of  a  private  physician  are  referred  to 
our  clinic.  An  epidemiological  study  of  contacts  is  being  made 
with  an  attempt  to  get  them  under  immediate  treatment  if 
infected.  Through  the  cooperation  of  Mrs.  Woodward  and  her 
social  service  committee  and  the  Bureau  of  Social  Hygiene  of 
the  Department  of  Health  one  extra  social  worker  and  one 
public  health  nurse  have  been  added  to  the  Medicine  L  clinic 
staff,  thus  making  extensive  field  work  possible. 

The  Department  of  Health  has  further  cooperated  by  allowing 
us  to  hospitalize  at  their  expense  infectious  cases  of  syphilis  from 
our  health  district.  Isolation  rooms  for  these  cases  have  been 
provided.  This  material  is  very  valuable  both  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  epidemiological  study  and  the  teaching  of  staff 
and  students.  These  cases  are  later  followed  in  the  clinic  until 
they  have  received  adequate  treatment. 

The  syphilis  Medicine  L  clinic  is  planned  as  a  demonstration 
unit  to  show  what  can  be  done  in  syphilis  control  in  an  urban 
health  district.  Special  emphasis  is  given  to  the  training  of 
students,  house  staff  and  practitioners  in  the  recognition  and 
treatment  of  syphilis.  The  clinic  has  grown  steadily  and  has 
now  become  one  of  the  best  organized  subdepartments  in  the 
out  patient  department.  Interest  has  been  aroused  in  the  modern 
management  of  syphilis  in  other  departments  of  the  hospital  and 
as  a  consequence  the  consultation  service  has  grown  extensively. 
Medical  students  and  practicing  physicians  have  shown  their 
interest  by  frequent  requests  for  elective  work  in  Medicine  L. 

The  syphilis  clinic,  as  well  as  the  tuberculosis  clinic  which 
has  been  doing  similar  work  since  we  moved  into  the  new  build- 
ing are  now  well  prepared  to  participate  in  the  work  of  the  new 
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Health  Center.  We  are  anxious  to  take  our  share  of  the  im- 
portant duty  of  guarding  the  health  of  those  who  live  within 
our  district. 

Private  Patients  Consultation  Service.  Almost  every  day  pa- 
tients come  to  the  hospital  asking  for  the  name  of  a  reliable 
doctor.  Others  come  to  the  dispensary  for  treatment,  only  to 
find  that  their  incomes  are  above  the  economic  level  permitted 
for  admission  as  out  patients.  All  of  these  patients  desire  treat- 
ment by  doctors  connected  with  this  institution.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  made  so  that  they  are  taken  care  of  by  the  Private 
Patients  Consultation  Service.  A  committee  has  been  formed 
consisting  of  the  part  time  dispensary  doctors  and  an  office  and 
secretary  maintained  in  the  hospital.  Each  patient  is  seen  by  a 
member  of  the  committee  and  after  careful  consideration  re- 
ferred to  the  practitioner  most  suitable  to  the  case.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  distribute  the  patients  fairly  among  the  senior  part 
time  workers  who  serve  in  the  out  patient  department.  This 
service  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patients  and  by  the 
dispensary  doctors  who  now  feel  that  they  are  receiving  some 
material  compensation  for  the  many  hours  of  work  spent  with 
free  patients. 

Teaching.  The  spirit  of  teaching  permeates  the  whole  hospi- 
tal. In  addition  to  the  students  in  the  second,  third,  and  fourth 
years  of  Cornell  Medical  College,  formal  instruction  in  medicine 
is  given  to  the  pupils  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  The  most 
valuable  of  all  instruction,  the  highest  grade  of  post  graduate 
work,  is  given  to  the  interns  and  assistant  residents.  Additional 
post  graduate  training  is  afforded  to  the  doctors  who  work  in 
our  dispensary  by  means  of  the  special  conferences  that  are  held 
every  afternoon. 

As  in  most  medical  institutions  the  Department  of  Medicine 
has  to  bear  the  largest  share  of  clinical  teaching.  At  certain 
times  of  the  year  we  are  responsible  for  the  instruction  of  second, 
third,  and  fourth  year  students,  each  class  consisting  of  about  73. 
With  our  limited  capacity  of  only  109  beds  it  has  been  difficult 
to  find  enough  material  and  our  department  has  recently  been 
criticized  in  a  report  of  the  American  Medical  Association  for 
having  inadequate  clinical  facilities. 

Research.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has 
been  continuation  and  extension  of  the  large  number  of  special 
research  grants  that  have  been  made  to  the  Department  of 
Medicine.  The  total  amount  for  such  grants  for  the  year  1936 
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amounts  to  over  $60,000,  not  including  the  W.P.A.  grant  of 
$92,000  for  silicosis  investigation.  The  work  in  neurology  under 
Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff  has  been  aided  by  a  grant  from  the  Rocke- 
feller Foundation  for  the  study  of  neurophysiology,  and  a  fund 
from  the  Josiah  Macy,  Jr.,  Foundation  for  the  psychosomatic 
study  of  peripheral  circulation.  Dr.  Bruce  Webster's  work  in 
the  endocrine  glands  has  been  supported  by  the  Barbara  Henry 
Research  Fund  and  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  making  it 
possible  to  survey  and  develop  new  methods  of  assay  of  the 
hormones  and  also  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  physiology  of 
adolescence.  The  work  of  Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr  and  Dr.  Papani- 
colaou in  female  sex  hormones  is  supported  from  anonymous 
grants,  the  Josiah  Macy,  Jr.  Foundation  and  funds  from  the 
American  Medical  Association.  Dr.  Reznikoff  was  given  a 
grant  by  an  anonymous  donor  to  further  his  studies  in  the 
diseases  of  the  blood,  especially  leukemia.  Dr.  Grace's  work  in 
the  study  of  lymphogranuloma  inguinale,  a  venereal  disease  of 
increasing  importance,  has  been  aided  by  a  fund  from  the  Led- 
erle  Laboratories.  Generous  support  from  the  International 
Health  Board  has  enabled  us  to  continue  the  study  of  epi- 
demiology of  tuberculosis  in  our  district  under  Drs.  Stainsby, 
Beeuwkes,  and  Hahn.  This  work  was  carried  on  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  Department  of  Pathology.  The  Russell  Sage  Insti- 
tute of  Pathology  has  continued  to  support  our  work  in  meta- 
bolism, diseases  of  the  muscle,  and  in  the  studies  of  heat  loss 
from  the  human  body  and  temperature  regulation. 

It  was  with  considerable  hesitation  that  the  Department  of 
Medicine  recommended  that  New  York  Hospital  accept  a  W.P.A. 
grant  of  $92,000  for  the  study  of  silicosis.  This  work  was  to  be 
supervised  by  the  Department  of  Health  of  the  City  of  New 
York  and  Dr.  Edgar  Mayer  of  the  Department  of  Medicine. 
Rooms  were  provided  by  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  a 
number  of  workers  installed  in  this  building,  the  main  body  of 
field  workers  being  taken  care  of  by  the  Department  of  Health. 
It  was  not  found  possible  to  expend  profitably  the  whole  sum 
but  a  total  of  about  $70,000  was  devoted  to  this  important  study. 
Excellent  summaries  of  the  literature  have  been  made  and 
important  field  work  showing  the  amount  of  silicosis  in  our 
city  has  been  accomplished.  In  addition  specific  investigative 
work  has  been  carried  on  in  four  departments  of  this  school. 
Dr.  James  D.  Hardy  of  the  Russell  Sage  Institute  of  Pathology 
and  the  Department  of  Medicine  in  collaboration  with  two 
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excellent  chemists  of  the  W.P.A.  has  developed  a  new  and  im- 
portant method  for  the  diagnosis  of  silicosis.  The  research  work 
in  this  and  the  three  other  departments  of  the  school  is  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  continued. 
On  the  whole  the  project  has  turned  out  to  be  much  better  than 
was  anticipated  and  it  seems  probable  that  the  community  will 
receive  an  adequate  return  for  the  money  expended. 

We  have  now  been  in  the  new  hospital  five  years  and  some  of 
the  defects  in  organization  are  becoming  more  evident.  In  1930- 
1931  when  the  Department  of  Medicine  was  reorganized  in 
preparation  for  the  occupancy  of  the  new  building  the  budget 
was  much  larger  than  at  present  and  we  were  expecting  to  occupy 
three  floors  with  a  total  of  six  pavilions.  It  so  happened  that 
the  Physician-in-Chief  and  the  full  time  staff  who  had  been 
working  with  him  had  devoted  most  of  their  research  work  to 
the  study  of  metabolism,  and  these  men  were  continued  on  the 
staff.  It  was  planned  to  have  as  chief  assistant  an  experienced 
clinician  who  was  especially  trained  in  the  other  important  field 
of  medicine,  infectious  diseases.  A  large  share  of  the  budget 
was  reserved  for  the  salaries  of  this  part  of  the  staff  and  negotia- 
tions were  under  way  when  the  news  came  that  it  was  necessary 
to  make  drastic  reductions.  This  left  the  Department  with  a 
staff  greatly  undermanned  in  the  important  field  of  infectious 
diseases.  There  have  been  no  increases  in  budget  since  this 
serious  cut  and  it  has  never  been  possible  to  establish  a  proper 
balance. 

The  restriction  in  the  number  of  public  pavilions  made  it 
necessary  to  send  one  third  of  the  clinical  clerks  to  Bellevue 
Hospital  since  there  was  not  enough  teaching  material  at  New 
York  Hospital.  The  second  floor  which  was  originally  assigned 
to  the  Department  of  Medicine  was  temporarily  taken  over  by 
the  semi-private  service.  For  large  portions  of  the  last  two  years 
more  patients  have  been  applying  for  the  medical  beds  than  we 
can  possibly  take  care  of  at  present. 

When  the  Department  of  Medicine  was  reorganized  in  1930 
every  effort  was  made  to  retain  the  members  of  the  medical 
staff  which  had  served  so  well  in  the  old  building  of  New  York 
Hospital,  of  the  Cornell  Clinic  and  of  the  Cornell  Medical  Divi- 
sion of  Bellevue  Hospital.  These  men  and  the  full  time  men 
have  been  treated  on  the  same  footing  and  the  two  groups  have 
worked  together  in  great  harmony.  Since  the  staff  has  been 
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large  there  has  been  difficulty  in  finding  long  enough  periods  of 
ward  service  for  all  of  the  men.  The  part  time  staff  has  been  of 
great  value  particularly  as  consultants  for  this  hospital  since 
many  of  these  men  have  established  themselves  as  leading  con- 
sultants in  this  city.  The  full  time  men  have  had  to  devote  a 
great  deal  of  time  to  the  executive  work  of  the  Department  and 
this  has  been  unnecessarily  heavy  on  account  of  financial  diffi- 
culties, changing  policies  and  leadership.  They  have  organized 
and  conducted  the  special  clinics  of  the  out  patient  department 
and  also  their  special  research  laboratories.  In  addition  they 
have  had  a  great  deal  of  teaching  of  medical  students,  nurses, 
and  house  staff.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  stabilization  of 
policies  and  administrative  personnel  their  executive  work  will 
become  less  strenuous,  giving  them  more  time  to  spend  with  the 
patients. 

On  account  of  the  large  size  of  the  part  time  staff  somewhat 
more  than  half  the  service  on  the  wards  has  been  given  to  them. 
In  addition,  they  as  well  as  the  full  time  men,  are  available  as 
consultants  in  all  the  other  departments  of  the  hospital.  The 
other  departments  have  been  encouraged  to  select  as  consultants 
any  man  they  choose  on  either  the  part  time  or  full  time  group. 
There  is  a  large  list  available  at  all  times.  Much  of  the  con- 
sultation work  is  done  by  the  chief  resident  who  when  requested 
calls  in  either  the  Physician-in-Chief  or  any  other  member  of  the 
staff  particularly  desired  by  the  department. 

The  work  in  the  out  patient  department  has  been  improving 
steadily  and  there  are  many  clinics  that  do  outstanding  work. 
Others  are  still  somewhat  below  the  standard  that  we  desire  and 
efforts  are  constantly  being  made  to  improve  them.  It  has  been 
difficult  to  find  enough  trained  practitioners  who  are  willing  to 
volunteer  their  services  without  pay  since  there  is  still  the  feeling 
that  our  out  patient  department  is  taking  care  of  a  fairly  high 
percentage  of  patients  who  can  afford  to  go  to  private  doctors. 
We  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  make  the  dispensary  service 
more  attractive  by  having  every  afternoon  special  consultation 
clinics  where  the  doctors  can  have  the  benefit  of  consultations 
with  the  senior  members  of  the  staff.  Recently  we  have  been 
helped  a  great  deal  by  the  development  of  the  Private  Patients 
Consultation  Service. 

The  relationship  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  with  the  out- 
side doctors  has  been  most  cordial.  We  have  a  large  staff  of 
dispensary  doctors,  perhaps  too  large  a  staff,  but  they  are  a  loyal 
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group  and  on  the  whole  efficient.  Under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Connie  M.  Guion,  Chief  of  the  general  medical  clinic,  they  meet 
for  dinner  once  a  month  in  the  hospital  building  and  they  have 
the  opportunity  of  seeing  each  other  and  the  full  time  staff  and 
of  talking  over  the  different  aspects  of  the  dispensary  work  as 
well  as  hearing  the  scientific  discussions. 

The  reputation  of  the  hospital  in  our  own  particular  commu- 
nity depends  chiefly  upon  the  character  of  the  clinical  work 
done  in  the  pavilions  and  the  out  patient  department,  our  co- 
operation with  the  doctors  of  this  community  and  the  impres- 
sion we  make  upon  the  patients  by  personal  interest  and  in- 
telligent handling  of  their  problems.  Our  reputation  in  this 
country  at  large  and  in  the  countries  of  Europe  will  depend 
chiefly  upon  the  research  work  in  clinical  medicine  and  allied 
subjects  presented  in  our  publications.  In  appraising  this  re- 
search work  there  are  two  criteria  of  fundamental  importance. 
The  first  is  to  note  the  character  of  the  scientific  journals  ac- 
cepting the  papers  and  the  second  to  note  the  election  of  the 
research  staff  to  those  societies  which  limit  their  membership  to 
men  whose  work  is  of  the  first  order.  It  has  been  a  satisfaction 
to  observe  that  the  publications  of  the  research  members  of  our 
department  have  been  accepted  by  journals  of  rigorous  standards 
and  that  the  men  have  been  elected  to  scientific  societies  of  lim- 
ited membership.
